Cleaning a BA can be a complicated process. Before I read Stan Griffiths’ 
book on Tek scopes, I wouldn't have gone near a BA with water. But now that 
I've dunked a few 5xx scopes and other gear, I'd highly recommend the 
process. 

The equipment must be able to take it, though. Uncoated coil forms and water 
soluble paints mean that dry cleaning is in order. 


But the trick to water washing (besides deionized water) is the use of 
compressed air to get the water out again. And as Arden says, the trick to 
using compressed air is to use the right amount by proper position of the 
nozzle. You want to remove the water without deforming the parts. I tried 
using a 40 psi paint sprayer compressor, but it wasn't adequate. Water 
could still cling to the parts in that breeze. Now I use the cans of ‘air 
used for dusting computers ‘cause I'm not ready to pay $300 for an adequate 
compressor. Takes a whole can to do a Tek scope, but it's worth it. 


If you're worried about Hanta virus, your first job is to kill it before 
disturbing anything and spreading it. But I don't know what would sterilize 
the set without ruining it. An autoclave is out, maybe a careful choice of 
solvents?

Blowhards; 


"Who, in their right mind would use compressed air to clean a boat anchor? 
I've always used a water hose." You could equally attribute that kind of 
comment to a member of the Coast Guard Auxiliary or one of us heavy old 
radio buffs, it seems to me. Sticking strictly to the air war, several 
have commented on sources of compressed air. Renting a bottle of nitrogen 
(or dried air) would work fine except for the potential hazard of breaking 
a nozzle. For those who are not acquainted, when a compressed air bottle 
falls over there is a risk of the valve or regulator breaking off. Then 
what you have is a rocket powered missle to contend with. When a 
compressed air bottle is being handled it either must have the cap on and 
screwed down to eliminate the jet thrust effect or it must be in a proper 
handling dolly to have ultimate control to avoid dropping the bottle. A 
bottle in use must be securely strapped to a wall or robust stanchion that 
is not likely to collapse in an earthquake. It's better to get your 
nitrogen or dried air in a small bottle as they are easier to handle. 


Much more economical in the long run is the use of a compact oiless pump 
air compressor that can be purchased at home improvement centers starting 
in the $200 range. I paid about $150 about ten years ago for mine. It has 
a 3 gallon tank that the compressor sits atop. It has a carrying handle 
and with a little grunting can be moved about with one hand. I added a 
pressure operated shutoff switch that cost about $40 so I could leave it 
unattended and it automatically keeps itself pumped up. Practically all 
units are capable of over 100 psi and for blowing out radios the size of 
the tank only affects how long you can be blowing, depending on the air 
nozzle, before the tank presssure drops too low. My 3 gallon tank is 


plenty adequate for all the blowing I do. To reduce water output you want 
to add a dryer on the output ($15+) and drain the tank of water regularly. 
What kind of nozzle to use is another discussion up for grabs. Of course, 
a note of caution is warranted: When blowing out anything it is possible 
to launch objects at high velocity that are hazardous to vision. Wear eye 
protection and chase off anyone who wants to watch you work who is not also 
wearing eye protection. A piece of small shrapnel in the cornea is not a 
lot of fun!!!

The audio sounds restricted, sort of muffled unless 
you tune off frequency either side. Tuning off frequency improves audio 
intelligibility. I have done a 455 kc alignment with no improvement. Maybe 
the 455 kc crystal is off frequency? Maybe someone did the narrow band 
conversion! I'll take a look...... Any hints??

the color on the dogbones and I swear, knocked the hum off the AVC line. 


Now all this benefit does not come without some planning and risk. 
1)Pick up live possum by tail only. Sometimes they play at sleeping but 
sometimes they are meaner than a mongoose (not to be picked up 
by tail !!!). 
2)Consult Joy of Cooking for demusk procedures (similar to racoon) 
3)Do not trap/shoot Possum (or squirrel for that matter) until after the 
first hard frost. 
4)Feed Possum on cornmeal mush for at least 5 days prior to cooking 
(also good advice for crawfish but I like to go two weeks with them). 


YMMV

One of the reasons I dislike compressed air is the possibility of blowing 
foriegn substances into inacessable area where in time they can cause 
trouble. In the building of aircraft we every effort to not trap foriegn 
substances in the airframe joints and connections. Part of this was pride and 
partly it was we knew could happen with corrosion developeing in those areas.

It's one of the reasons we have ‘drain gaps' and weep holes to let the 
condensation run out.

I'm not sure if I understand the process used, but at least I can describe 
how the dials appear on my JX-28. The dial is silkscreened with the 
numbers and fiducials and then etched so the characters are in relief. The 
dial is then painted with white enamel and then the characters are 
silkscreened with black paint. If, when cleaning, the black paint should 
come off you can repaint the characters because they are still in relief. 
Do I got it right? Mine washed clean without any loss of paint using a 
mild mixture of Mr. Clean and water. I then waxed the dials with carnubaca 
containing furniture finishing wax. That was 13 years ago and they still 
look like new. Hope this is good advice for your '600.
